Where naked lights only were used 70 per cent. of these deaths oc- 
curred, and where safety-lamps were used, with more or less efficiency, 
only 30 per cent. of the deaths occurred, and only 7 per cent. of the 
whole number of deaths caused by explosion occurred in places where 
it could be attributed to blasting the coal either under proper regu- 
lations or otherwise. 

As to the deaths arising from the use of naked lights, it cannot be 
doubted that by the proper use of safety-lamps they would be very 
much reduced, for there is only one case of explosion and one death 
reported for the year where safety-lamps were used under proper re- 
gulations, and I have no hesitation in saying if blasting the coal were 
permitted to be done by properly qualified and specially appointed 
persons, and the use of the best safety-lamps, under efficient regula- 
tions, further extended, the safety of mines would be increased, and 
the fatality reduced from this cause. 

On some of these cases of blasting, &c., the Inspectors remark as 
follows :—Mr. Dickinson says that the miners by opening their locked 
safety-lamps, and firing shots, were infringing the rules, and that a 
fireman, in one case, for permitting an unlocked lamp to be used, 
was proceeded against, and fined 27. Mr. Wynne says that in one 
case the men were permitted to fire shots, where, from an accumula- 
tion of fire-damp, they ought not to have been permitted to work, 
and that to fire shots was madness, and that there was no furnace or 
other means to provide ventilation, My deductions from the above 
are that it is safer to extend the use of safety-lamps, with the use of 
powder, both being under proper regulations, than it is torestrict the 
use of the lamp; and that with a more extended system of inspec- 
tion both the use of the lamp and the practice of blasting with pow- 
der would be proper matters to be referred to arbitration, when the 
inspector considered it necessary to extend the one and restrict or 
abolish _the other, and when the colliery owner or viewer did not 
agree with his view of che matter. I say this is a proper matter to 
be left to such a mode of settlement, from the extreme difficulty and 
injustice of imposing a universal practice where the circumstances of 
many are so dissimiiar in this respect; in some cases the use of 
lamps and the disuse of blasting being absolutely indispensable, 
whilst in others the use of the lamps is only an additional precaution, 
which would be adopted with reluctance where its necessity was not 

obvious, and would prevent the use of blasting with powder. 

One of the most common causes of explosions arises from the mixed 
system—part naked lights and part safety-lamps—of lighting coal 
mines; those persons permitted the use of naked lights carrying 
them into workings were only safety-lamps were permitted to be used. 
During the year 1865 some of these cases prove the extreme of careless- 
hess, rashness, or wilfulness, the persons having been in some cases 
cautioned, in others they having passed obvious and ordinary signals 
and fire-boards; in many cases the persons had strolled away from 
their proper working into some other part of the works, One man, 
a tireman or deputy, in the most extraodinary manner, when in the 
act of proceeding to examine the workings, to see that they were safe 
for the ordinary workmen, a duty he was bound to perform accord- 
ing to the special rules of the collier, with a safety-lamp, actually 
went into the midst of fireedampwith a naked light in one hand and 
a safety-lamp in the other. In another case one had a candle, the 
other a safety-lamp; the one with the-eandle going first, although 
y presence of fire-damp was known. This border land, the line of 

emarcation, is the weakest point in lighting any colliery where fire- 
damp is met with. I have very little hesitation in saying that nearly 
all the fatalities arising from explosions arise from this line being 
passed, either by the naked lights on the one hand, or by the fire-damp 
on the other, In permitting naked lights in some parts you have 
the daily risk of every naked light being carried beyond the limits 
assigned tothem. In permitting blasting with powder to be per- 
formed by any workmen when he requires it, you really never know 
where you have naked lights, The use of both should be guarded 
with extremest care, but I candidly confess I prefer restricting the 
ordinary use of naked lights to the utmost, and permitting blasting 
in fixed w orkings by persons specially appointed for the purpose, 
rather than risk the extended use of candles to secure the continued 
use of blasting. I think the Inspectors should have added to their 
recommendation of abolishing blasting with powder, where safety. 
Jamps are used, the strictest prohibition—by a general rule—of all 
equivalents of naked lights—lamp-keys, or other instruuents used 
for the purpose, lucifer matches, and tobacco and pipes.

The Inspectors’ reports of 1865 do not state in many cases whether 
any cases of explosion have occurred not attended with fatality. I 
infer, when not stated, that there have been none. Iam well aware 
of the fact that occasional scorching is scarcely ever known where 
safety-lamps are generally used, under proper care; it is where can- 
dles or naked lights are generally used they are most common. Mr, 
Alexander states that, for the years 1862, 1863, 1864, and 1865 he 
had 21 deaths from explosions, and that during the same period he 
had no less than 351 non-fatal explosions, and in 1864 he had 105

As regards 
my first patent, dated July, 1864, under which I use coal dust, farina, 
and alkali, you have given your report upon it. My second patent of 
June, 1865, is a great improvement upon this, as I use with 1 ton of 
coal dust and 8 lbs. of farina 4 ozs. of carbolic acid instead of 3 lbs. 
of alkali; it makes a superior and cleaner fuel, and burns brilli- 
antly ; I will send you a sample to try, so you will see [have dispensed 
with the only objection as regards the 3 lbs, of non-combustible in- 
gredient. And now for my third patent, dated October, 1866, which 
will be filed in a day or two, and of which I send you the draft spe- 
cification. This patent, you will see, is for two special purposes, I 
may say three :— 

1.—To make the fuel waterproof, or impervious to moisture. 

2.—To impart a greater degree of combustibility to the fuel. 

3.—To protect fuel oil bricks from spontaneous combustion. 

(The specification will be found in another column.) I believe it 
is quite proved to every person, and by the parliamentary reports, 
that 1 ton of coal oil or petroleum is equal to 2 tons of coal. You 
may remember that 1 ton of the patent fuel manufactured by my pro- 





cess will take up the space of 32 cubic feet, and the Admiralty mea- 
surement for the same is 42 cubic feet. The patent fuel being 
porous when dried, through evaporating the water contained in the 

manufacture, I find that I can introduce between 50 and 60 gallons | 
of the heavy oils in the ton of fuel bricks, and taking up no more | 
space than formerly—32 cubic feet ; therefore 1 ton of the “ fuel oil | 
bricks” will be equal to 14 ton of coal, according to the Admiralty | 
measurement—63 cubic feet 1} ton, as against 32 cubic feet of fuel | 
oil bricks, and doing greater duty, so far as the patent fuel is con- 

cerned ; as in the case of four trials made on the 5th, 9th, 11th, and 

12th March, 1867, by Mr. Alexander Bassett (whose report I subjoin), 

of Cardiff, and Mr. Labourne, the locomotive superintendent on the 

Western Valleys Railway, with the black vein coal from the Risca | 
Collieries and the London Patent Coal Company’s patent fuel, made | 
under my first patent, and from the dust of the Risca coal, the patent 
fuel was superior to the coal. Iam sure that, with the above result | 
of the patent fuel in its porous state, it would be much superior when | 
the oils are introduced—so far as making steam quickly, a saving of 

100 per cent. in space, safety in carriage, and being waterproof. 

As there has been greatdanger and waste hitherto in the transport, 
&e., and great difficulty in the method of burning oil fuel, the fuel 
oil bricks will dispense with it, as I propose the fuel oil bricks to be 
placed in a tank or water-tight vessel, and to be always covered with 
water, for marine, locomotive, and other purposes, and to be used as 
required. In the last-mentioned case the water-proofing liquid will 
not be required ; and, again, by introducing this method of burning 
the oils you will get perfect combustion, and no deposit of soot, &c., 
which has hitherto been the great difficulty. Immediately the patent 
fuel comes in contact with heat it forms into a coke, and asthe gases 
escape from the interior perfect combustion ensues, and produces a 
nearly smokeless fuel. The coal question being of such great im- 
portance, and considering the interest you have hitherto taken in 
my invention, I am sure you will be glad to publish this communica- 
tion. The London Patent Coal Company has purchased and entered 
into arrangements with me to work all my patents and future im- 
provements for the manufacture of artificial fluel in Great Britain,

These experiments are made over heavy gradients, the rise in the first 15 miles 
being 500 ft., the gradients beyond that distance being 1in 60. We also worked 
over ashort branch of lin 28. Inour first experiment we burnt the fuel in large 
blocks. With the second trip, on March 5, we started with a pressure of 10144 Ibs., 
our load, including engine, being 166 tons. In passing over gradients of about 
1 in 200 our pressure was reduced to 80 lbs., and when on a gradient of 1 in 112 
the pressure was further reduced to 64 lbs., when we had to stop, and started 
again at 100 lbs. I found that steam was rapidly made, and was generated at 
the rate of 10 lbs. pressure per minute. I regarded this experiment as very un- 
satisfactory, as the result of the day’s working proved ; the consumption of fuel 
was 3814 lbs. per mile, as against 33°83 of coal, with a very large increase of 
clinker and ash. On March 9 another day’s experiment was made; the fuel in 
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this trial being broken, the result was that with a load of 161% tons we travelled 
over the gradient of 1 in 200, the pressure not being reduced below 84, and the 
speed attained being at the rate of 50 per cent. in excess of that obtained on 
March 5. The result of that day’s work proved the consumption of fuel to be 
35°92. I attribute this improvement to two causes—first, the fuel being reduced 
in size; and, secondly, its being dryer, and, consequently, in better condition. 
The trials on March 11 and 12 show a still greater improvement, from which it 
appears that the duty performed was superior to that obtained from the raw 
coal; this I attribute to a great extent to the fuel being so much dryer, but the 
quantity of clinker and ash is very large, and I cannot but think some error 
has been made. I was not present during the trials made on the 11th and 12th. 
The other trials were made under the immediate superintendence of Mr. La- 
bourne and myself. Another careful experiment will be made the first fine day 
I can attend to it, which 1 hope will set. the question at rest respecting the ap- 
parently large proportion of clinker and ash. ALEX. BASSETT.

THE DARIEN CANAL LINE. 


S1z,—The opening of steam communication with New Zealand and 
Australia ria Panama, and with Japan and China via Panama and 
San Francisco, within the last few months, and the recent dispatch 
by the United States Government of a party of officers and men of 
the Topographical Engineers to search for a ship canal line, having 
again directed attention to the Isthmus of Darien, I beg to forward 
you a brief description of that which I believe to be the only prac- 
ticable line. The country which it traverses is covered throughout 
with a dense primeval forest, extending from the summits of the 
mountains down to the sea, and broken only by the courses of the 
rivers. The whole tract from sea to sea, for many miles on either 
side of the line, is totally uninhabited. The harbours ateach termi- 
nus afford secure anchorage both in the dry and the rainy season ; are 
safe, and sheltered from all winds, have great depth of water and im- 
mense capacity, and are easy of ingress and egress. On the Pacific 
side, besides the great Gulf of San Miguel, there is an inner harbour 
formed by the estuary of the Tuyra, which disembogues into the 
gulf by two mouths, Boca Chica and Boca Grande, in each of which 
there is a depth of 12 fms. at low water. The north point of the gulf 
is 78 miles south-east by } eastof Panama, and the north-west point 
of Caledonia Harbour is 135 miles east-by-south of Aspinwall or 
Colon, in Navy Bay, the Atlantic terminus of the Panama Railroad. 
The line first crosses a plain two miles in width, extending from 
Caledonia Harbour to the entrance of a valley or pass. which runs in 

a noblique direction between Sassardi Mountain on the north-west and 
| A, tla Mountain on the south-east, It then traverses the valley to its 
| 





oth er extremity, where it strikes upon the Sucubti. The course of 
this river is next followed down-to its mouth, which opens into the 





| Chygjuanaqua, a tributary of the Tuyra, Lastly, crossing the Chu- 


quanaqua, the line traverses the forest to the junction of the Larg 
with the Savana. From that point there is an uninterrupted nayi- 
gation for the largest ships down to the confluence of the Savana with 
the Tuyra. The whole length of the line is 42 English miles, from 
which at least three may be deducted for the windings of the bucubti, 
For 12 of the remaining 39 that river would admit of being canalised 
for a moderate outlay by means of dams and embankments. The 
entire line of transit from sea to sea will then consist of—canal, 27 ; 
canalised river, 12 ; navigation at the Savana, 16; andof the Tuyra, 3; 
in all, 568 English miles. This distance could easily be traversed 
within 24 hours, even making a liberal allowance for the time that 
would be occupied in the passage of several locks. The direct dige 
tance from Caledonia Harbour to the Savana is 32} English miles, 
and the course is south 62° west (south-west by west half west) true, 
or south-west three-quarters west by compass—three-quarters of g 
point to the right being allowed for the variation, which was 8° 50’ 
east in 1854. The variation in Darien is increasing at the rate of 
probably, } minute every year, and may now beassumed to be 8° 53’, 
The distance from Caledonia Harbour to the highest point on the 
Lara to which the tide reaches isonly 28 miles. The Atlantic termi. 
nus of the line, in the bight north-west of San Fulgencio Point, Cale. 
donia Harbour, is in lat. 8° 52’ 30” north, and long. 77° 42’ 45” west, 
The mouth of the Lara isin lat, 8° 41‘ 45” north, and long. 78° 7’ west, 

No level has been taken on the line. I estimate the height of the 
dividing ridge between the Sucubti and a river that falls into Cale. 
donia Harbour, north-west of the bight above-mentioned, at about 
180 feet, the bed of the Chuquanaqua, opposite Sucubti mouth, at 
70 feet, and the watershed between the Chuquanaqna and the Sa. 
vana at 120 feet above the mean level of the ovean. There wil; 
thus be two summit levels, for each of which a most abundant supply 
of water will. be afforded by the numerous rivers in their vicinity, 
To what depth they may be cut down, so as to reduce the amount of 
lockage, can only be determined by a survey of the ground.

Near the site of the 
town there are several mounds, having the appearance of graves,

tion, with an embankment on the inside. The north entry is exca- 
vated through rock, and is 8 feet deep and 12 feet wide,

Srr,—“ The traveller traversing Algeria from the frontiers of Mo. 
rocco to those of Tunis, in view of the riches of the land, and the 
varied products offered to the resources of industry, agriculture, and 
commerce, can scacely fail to be struck with surprise at their great 
value. But he would naturally enquire why, after the possession of 
such a beautiful country for 37 years by France, successful colonisa- 
tion has travelled so slowly, and why the germs of so much wealth, 
and such abundance of resources, remain comparatively unprodue- 
tive? An enquiry into this subject is not, however, our present ob- 
ject. This state of things is the effect of certain causes, perfectly 
well known to those who for some time have lived in Algeria; and 
it is equally well known that where an enterprise, directed either by 
the capacity of an individual or a company, has been conducted in- 
telligentiy and seriously, the result has been always successful. The 
soil of Algeria has repaid by solid profit the labour invested in it; 
and the administration, whether civil or military, has always accorded 
the largest and most praiseworthy amount of protection to all such 
interests, notwithstanding such instances have, unfortunately, proved 
too rare.” I have taken the above extract, by his permission, to be 
used in this Journal, from a pamphlet of M. Eugene Saluis, Cheva- 
lier de la Legion d’Honeur, officier comptable d’ Ire classe en retrait, 
&c., from his little work, entitled “ L’Algerie et les Produits ;” and, 
notwithstanding I have passed some time in the cork forests of Al- 
geria, in measuring the cork trees, estimating their produce, roaming 
these delightful glades, whose open spaces fringed, or rather enclosed, 
by the splendid cork and common oak, are chiefly inhabited by the 
burnoused and tented Arab and his family and flock, the wild boar, 
the sly and bloody panther, and the lion. I prefer quoting, as to the 
capabilities of the cork forests of that splendid country, from such 
an excellent authority as M.Saluis. It appears from M. Saluis’s cal- 
culations that, taking a cork forest in its primitive state—that ix, 
where it has been entirely uncultivated, and left to Nature, uncared 
for by the fostering and protecting influence of man—it would take 
a capital of 12,0002, and a time of nine years, to bring it into a full 
state of profit, but that the profits then would amount to 65847. a-year. 
These concessions are granted by the Crown for 90 years, conse- 
quently, at this rate a forest should pay about 50 per cent. on the 
capita! for 80 years of the term. But M. Saluis adds—“A chaque 
periode de neuf ans, on verra augmenter ce rendement dans des pro- 
portions trois de tout prevision;” or that at the end of every nine 
years the harvest would be increased to such a great extent that it 
would not now be prudent to venture an estimate as to the amount 
or value of the augmentation. I have heard others in the colony 
aftirm that the quantity of cork to be taken off the trees at the end 
of every nine years was doubled. The following is the process by 
which M. Saluis arrives at his conclusions. He states—‘ These are 
estimates of forests in actual work; and I do not fear to be taxed 
with exaggeration by any really competent authorities, for we have 
studied the question in various localities both theoretically and prac: 
tically.” I would preface M. Saluis’s calculations by stating that 
there are a number of forests on the sea coast, to the east and west 
of Philippeville, in the Bay of Storn, where all the preliminary la- 
bour has been achieved, where the forests have been brought intos 
profitable state of working, and which might have been bought last 
year, and which I believe now might be secured at a trifling cost, in 
comparison with their great value, chiefly in consequence of the pro- 
prietors being straitened for funds to gather in the harvests, for 
the Arab element of the population, if possessing a vice, it is being 
rather fond of money; and whatever their virtues may be in theory, 
in practice they do not seem to show much alacrity in trusting theif 
Christian brethren. I would not wish to delude the valued readers 
of the Mining Journal into a notion that they could go over and live 
in that sunny clime without money in their pockets. M. Saluis says 
in order to show the value of these cork forests, and the capital ne 
cessary for working them, we will take as a basis a surface of 10,00 
acres, which gives at the least 40 trees per acre—(say) 400,000 trees, 
to be divided into four lots, of 100,000 each.

PROGRESS OF MINING IN CORNWALL. 


S1R,—It is a well-known fact that the county of Cornwall has been 
celebrated for its riches in tin and copper ore ever since the Christian 
era, The Phoenicians traded to Cornubia at the time that beautiful 
little island, St. Michael’s Mount, the Ictus of Diodorus, or the Hoary 
Rock in the Wood, was an extensive plain and forest; but time has 
caused a supposed forest to be transformed into the now well-known 
nart of the ocean called Mount’s Bay. St. Michael’s Mount is an 
island about a mile in circumference, with a spacious port and har- 
pour, facing the ancient town of Marazion, or Market Jew, where an 
extensive trade was formerly carried on in the export of fish, tin, and 
copper. But time changes all things; new people and new places 
spring up. The laws of the Medes and Persians, which altereth not, 
prevailed, and others carried off the trade. It was here where the 
Pheenicians first traded with the ancient Britons for their staple com- 
modity (tin), which must have been found in great abundance, as the 
valleys and inlets throughout the county of Cornwall have been 
turned over and over for centuries, being the ancient mode of get- 
ting this metal, by a process called streaming, much on the same 
principle that gold was at first discovered and found in Australia ; 
subsequently veins or lodes were discovered in several instances, by 
streaming or turning over the soil in search of tin, Some of the 
richest mines in the great mining district of Gwennap, as well as 
many of the richest mines in the West of Cornwall, were discovered 
by this process. It was at this ancient port that immense quantities 


the mines; and subsequently a large trade has been carried on in 
coals from Wales and other coal-producing couniries, but latterly the 
enterprise and industry springing up in the adjacent towns of Pen- 
aance and Hayle appear to have carried off the trade, and left St. 
Michael’s Mount more a place of ornament than of commerce. 
North of Marazion about four miles is an estuary leading to the 
port of Hayle, where a very extensive trade is carried on in mer- 
chandise, and in the manufacture of the celebrated Cornish steam 
pumping and other engines, From Hayle to Marazion there is 4 valley 
or basin extending for about five miles square, which has been cele- 
brated for the richness and great productiveness of mines of copper ; 
and surrounding this basin there is a chain of hills extending from 
the Wheal Vor district to that of Lelant and St. Just, where tin, cop- 
per, and other ores have been raised from the bowels of the earth to 
the extent of at least from 200,000,0002. to 300,000,000/. sterling; and 
alarge field of enterprise is still open to the capitalist. Wheal Alfred 
and Alfred Consols, both mines on the same lode, returned copper 
ores to nearly 2,000,000/, sterling ; the latter mine is of recent dis- 
covery, and after paying back the original capital gave the proprie- 
tors a clear profit of 99,0002. in seven years. But some adjoining 
mines turned out blanks, although immense sums of money were ex- 
pended on them, that of Treloweth in particular; but the manager 
of this unfortunate mine seems to have been particularly unfortunate 
in nearly all of his speculations. Wheal Fortune, Wheal Rodney, 
and Owen Vean were amongst the most celebrated of this cluster of 
productive mines; Owen Vean, in particular, is said to have been 
enormously rich for tin at an early period of mining in Cornwall. 
Subsequently little or no efforts have been made in the discovery of 
tin, neither has there been any trials on the several lodes known to

THE HISTORY OF MINING, ANCIENT AND MODERN, 


Sir,—In my last communication I sent you a letter which I had 
received from a clergyman of literary and scientific reputation, in 
which he requested me to publish a short work on mining, and in 
such a book, inter alia, he desires to see a chapter on “ the origin of 
mining.” It would be much easier to publish a chapter on the origin 
of mines than of mining ; there would be scope for scientific inves- 
tigation and theory in the former, but in the latter there could be 
nothing but conjecture. Possibly if some medium among the “ spi- 
ritualists” would open up a correspondence with Tubal Cain we might 
learn a little about it. As that gentleman was the first artificer in 
metals, he would be able to tell us where he got them. Possibly he 
was the first miner, probably he was not. The metals were found 
before his days, but he had the genius to discover the best use for 
them, and the best modus operandi in adapting them to utility. If 
his existence has been too remote for the spiritualists to get at him, 
probably as the Freemasons know more about him than anyone else, 
te having been a member of that learned, fraternal, and mysterious 
iellowship; if my reverend correspondent apply to the Ear! of Zetland, 
tae Grand Master of the craft, and the Grand first Principle of the 
koyal Arch, he may be able to give some account of what Tubal Cain 
knew of the matter. It is very likely that men had metals, and in 
considerable quantities, before they were miners. Gold and silver 
were the medium of sale and purchase long before there existed the 
geological, mineralogical, mechanical, and other scientific qualifica- 
tims essential to the discovery and working of deep mines, The gold 
ws found in the sands of rivulets and brooks, and gold and silver in 
niggets and detached masses of ore among the debris of disturbed 
roks. Men, no doubt, used these metals before they understood how 
to eek them in their lodes and veins beneath the surface, and before 
" a baser metals” were known, ;

was, no doubt, pure copper to begin with, although later the name 
may have been given to a mixture of that and other metals, Where 
is (phir? We read of “the gold of Ophir” in a book of sacred an- 
tiquity, as an article of commerce very ancient indeed. In some re- 
centworks it has been attempted to prove that the Ophir of the 
Scriptures was either a genuine name for the Great Eastern Archi- 
pelago, or a specific name for some of its islands, Did not Rajah 
Brooke, or someone for him, contend that the isle on which he has 
consituted himself a sovereign was the very identical Ophir! Other 
spotsiu the Malacca Straits have been fixed upon. How strange, if 
the sncients got “the tin,” as the precious metals are now nick- 
name, from the same neighbourhood that the Dutch merchants 
draw so much Jiteraltin from surface mines to compete with our en- 
terprising owners and workers of the deep mines in Cornwall. Was 
Adan first located in—one can't say &@ mining neighbourhood, but 
4 neighbourhood where the precious metals were easily attainable?

Mr. J. C. GOODMAN (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting.——The CHAIRMAN said it was legally necessary the resolutions passed 
at the extraordinary general meeting on March 13 should be read, and, there- 
fore, he would ask the solicitor to read them.—~—The SOLICITOR read the reso- 


lutions accordingly (which appeared in the Journal of March 16).——The CHAIR- 
MAN said all he had now to do was to propose that those resolutions should be 
confirmed.——Mr. STAUNTON seconded the proposition. 


Mr. BEDFORD said there was one or two points upon which he should like some 
information. He found that they would require a nett income of 17,0001. per 
year to pay a dividend of 10 per cent., and, therefore, he wished to know if the 
directors of the new Pestarena United Company propose to Issue any shares 
beyond 68,000, the number the directors had to deal with, leaving 12,000 unis- 
sued? He supposed the shareholders were to understand that those 12,000 
would not be issued without the consent of the shareholders at a special meet- 
ing? The next point upon which he required information—which, however, 
was of minor consideration—was with regard to the thirteenth resolution. 
That resolution stated that—* Proper provisions for the payment of the divi- 
dends on the fully paid-up shares in the new company shall be inserted in the 
contracts to be entered into respectively with the new company, in accordance 
with the last preceding resolution.’ He (Mr. Bedford) presumed that no prefer- 
ence was to be given to the fully paid-up shares. The next point to which he 
wished to refer was with regard to the 1éth resolution, which stated—‘* That 
in case any shareholder of this company shall decline to accept shares in 
the new company, and shall require his interest in this company to be purchased 
by the liquidators, the liquidators shall be, anc are hereby, authorised to purchase 
the same; and the money required for that purpose shall be raised at the option 
of the liquidators, either by sale of the shares in the new company, which would 
have been allotted by way of compensation to such shareholder as aforesaid, or 
otherwise, in their discretion, out of the remaining assets of this company, or 
by both such means, or by such other means as the liquidators shall think ex- 
pedient.’’ That resolution gave the liquidator power to buy up any Pestarena 
shareholder who might be unwilling to accept the terms of the amalgamation ; 
but nothing was stated about the price, which, he thought, was an important 
omission. With information upon those points, he expressed himself strongly in 
favour of amalgamation. 

The CHAIRMAN would reply to the last enquiry first, by stating that in the 
event of any shareholder declining to accept shares in the new company, and 
should require his shares to be purchased by the liquidators, they were autho- 
rised to purchase the same, and the money required for the payment would be 
raised, at the option of the liquidators, either by the sale of shares in the new 
company or otherwise, out of the remaining assets, or by both such means, as 
the liquidators might deem best. The amount of money to be given to such 
shareholder was regulated by Act of Parliament. If the liquidator and dissent- 
ing shareholder could not agree, an arbitrator was appointed, whose decision 
was final. Therefore,such a sbarcholder might be paid a premium, par, or dis- 
count, according to the market value of the shares, or the dictum of the arbi- 
trator. The directors had no power whatever, the whole being vested in the 
liquidators.—— Mr. BEDFORD said the object of asking the question was to ascer- 
tain whether the liquidators had power to pay a dissentient shareholder at a 
higher rate than the market price of the day. 

The CHAIRMAN said the liquidators possessed that power if the arbitrator so 
ruled. As he had already said, that was a point the Act of Parliament had de- 
cided for all companies. ——-Mr. RAMSAY apprehended the purport of the Chair- 
man’s answer was that if dissentient shareholders could realise a premium by 
holding out, a great many would continue to hold out, and for that reason an 
Act of Parliament had been passed giving power to an arbitrator. 

The SOLICITOR read that portion of the Act which bore upon the question, 
stating that as they were under the Companies Act they were bound to conform 
in all respects thereto. 

The CHAIRMAN said the next point was with regard to the degree of favour 
shown to the fully paid-up shares. Upon that point he might state that there was 
no preference given whatever. As to the issue of any portion of the 12,000 shares, 
he (the Chairman) supposed, if the arbitrator should decide that the dissentient 
shareholder was to be paid off at par, that power should be left in the hands of 
the directors, to dispose of so many of those shares as might be necessary to 
make up the deficit. 

Mr. BEDFORD said if the dissentient shareholder was paid off at the market 
price of the day there would be no deficit. —-The CHAIRMAN said if the arbl- 
trator were to decide that such a shareholder was to be paid off at par, and the 
shares in the market were at a discount, the difference would be the deficit, 

Mr. BEDFORD said that was tbe very point upon which he wanted information. 

Prof. SMITH had understood the burden of Mr. Bedford’s enquiry to be as to 
whether the liquidators possessed the power to pay off a dissentient shareholder 
not at par, but at a premium. 

Mr. BEDFORD said that if the shares in the market were at a discount, and a 
dissentient shareholder were paid off at par, the liquidator would certainly be 
paying a premium.——Mr. RAMSAY considered that the object of the question 
was to ascertain whether the directors were likely to force those 12,000 shares 
on the market. He (Mr. Ramsay) apprehended that the directors never con- 
templated such a step, but simply to dispose of so many of those shares as might 
he necessary.——The CHAIRMAN sald the directors would never act in such a 
suicidal manner as <o issue any number of those shares, unless it were to the 
advantage of the company that more capital should be obtained to extend the 
works. If the shares at the time were at a premium, it would be to the advan- 
tage of the company to issue some of those 12,000 shares, but before issuing them 
to the public the directors would, of course, offer them pro rata to the share- 
holders. The directors would never actin a manner so subversive of the interest 
of the company as to throw those shares upon the market, but at the same time 
it was quite rigat the directors should have a certain discretionary power. 

Mr. C. HENEAGE was of opinion those shares should not be issued without the 
sanction of the shareholders given at a special general meeting, and he would 
suggest that a resolution should be passed to that effect. —Mr. RAMSAY under- 
stood the Chairman to have pledged himself that the shares would not be issued 
unless it were with the view of advancing the company’s interest, and that they 
would not do anything suicidal to the company might be relied upon, inasmuch 
as the directors, he believed, held something like 20,000 shares.——Mr. FUSSELL 
said there was no doubt whatever that what the Chairman had stated repre- 
seuted the feeling of theboard.

TERRIBLE MINE ACCIDENT—FEARFUL STRUGGLES FOR LIFE.— 
sad accident occurred on Monday at North Levant Mine. Several miners 
vere stoping in the 70 fathom level, working in an easterly direction, and ap- 
proaching Wheal Maitland, an adjoining mine, whose workings had been closed 
for thirty years. Forty fathoms above this spot the adit of North Levant had 
heen cleared outfar into Old Wheal Maitland, the principal shaft of which was 
full of rubbish, and it was not thought that there was any danger in connection 
With these old workings from accumulation of water. But most unexpectedly, 
while the miners were working in soft ground, a little water oozed through, and 
suddenly increased in volume till it had forced an opening something like a 
yard long and a taat wide. Thos. Oates and his son and James Nicholas escaped 
by running about 80 yards to Wheal Game Shaft. The vast body of water 
which had been let loose descended to the winze next below, and so into the 
85 fathom level east. At this spot Henry Thomas, 53; his sons, William Tho- 
mas, 22, and ‘James Thomas, 20, were at work. ‘The father and James were 
carried away by the water. William got on a piece of wood, and was saved. 
The father was found 50 fathoms off, quite dead. James must also have been 
killed instantly, but has not yet been found. William groped his way over 
the place were his father lay dead, covered with rubbish, and got up the shaft. 
The two sons of Capt. Thomas—James Thomas, 22, and his brother, 13—were 
washed from a winze, 50 fathoms east of the engine-shaft, to the 100 fathom 
level. The water carried all before it, at length blocking up the level with a 
tram-wagon, against which the two brothers were flung. When James was found 
he still breathed, and was brought to the surface, where Mr. R. Quick, surgeon, 
8t. Just, with Captain Bennett, did all they could to save life, but the young 
oe died in 20 minutes. His younger brother was sadly crushed and bruised.

MINING, METALS, AND MINERALS—PATENT MATTERS. 
By M. HENRY, Patent Agent and Adviser, M. Soc, Arts, Assoc. Soc. Eng. 


The first specification to which attention may be called is that of 
DRoOMTRA, of Sise-lane, who has lately patented (through my office) 
a very ingenious contrivance for securing pocket-books, bill-wallets, 
purses, watches, and other portable articles on the person; the in- 
vention consists in employing a pointed hook, or hooked pin, on a 
rod or stem capable of turning partially round in both directions, in 
staples on a plate, and stopped and held in the required position by 
a spring and abutments. The latter details may, however, be varied. 
When the rod is turned in one direction the hook traverses the ma- 
terial and enters a socket, in which the spring and stops hold it firmly. 

G. WARRINER and W. H. STALLARD, Essex, have specified a lamp 
made of metal, stone, or earthenware, which will contain oil, spirit, or liquid, 
wade from mineral, vegetable, or other substances, such as schist, petroleum, or 
coal. It burns with a wick made of vegetable or mineral substances. ‘The oil, 
spirit, or liquid is retained in the lamp, by sponge, cork, or other porous sub- 
stance, so that the oil when absorbed shall not flow out, and only the vapour 
from the oil shall burn; the said vapour, when burning, shall be so confined 
that no atmospheric air shall reach it, unless admitted by a valve or valves. 

The specification of RYAN and EGAR’s fire-escape, patented through 
my office, has also just been filed. It relates to a light folding ladder, which, 
when closed, presents the appearance of a column or pole, but when opened it 
presents rungs or steps, supported by shoulders. This ladder rests on a bracket 
at bottom, and is attached to the parapet by a bracket at top. The ladder is 
opened by a lever-handle attached to the lowest rung, 

NEWTON has patented (as a communication from J. Smith and W. 
Hf. Haight, of New York) improved chucks for turning lathe and other tools. 
The chuck is composed of fitting griping jaws, sliding longitudinally in grooves 
in a conical chuck body, which is fitted to rotate around a conical screw attached 
tothe mandril of thelathe. The threads of the conical screw are fitted to threads 
in the jaw, so that by turning the chuck body and jaws upon the screws the jaws 
will be caused to move longitudinally, and in such movement to approach or re- 
cede from each other according to the direction in which the body and jaws are 
turned. The adjustable jaws are pivoted at about the middle of their length to 
levers, the fulcra of which are secured in the body of the chuck, and which are 
operated upon simultaneously by wedges upon an external collar, which is forced 
up by means of a nut and screw, so as to make the jaws approach each other and 
gripe the drill bit or other article to be chucked. The pivoting of the jaws in 
this way enables them to adapt or accommodate themselves to drillor bit shanks 
or other articles of parallel form, or various degrees of taper, or irregular forms. 

An application for patent in my name has been filed as a commu- 
nication from Monsieur Legendre, of Paris, relating to musical wind instrments. 

Mos.LeEy, of Salford, has recently specified his patent, numbered 
2062, relating to furnaces. He proposes to support the fuel in the furnace by 
employing chains, tightened by means of screws at their ends. They can be 
turned round or reversed by means of a winch handle; or, instead of chains, he 
employs rigid frames of iron of a similar shape, and turns them round, or moves 
them upside down, when required to move the clinkers.

Rock OIL FOR STEAM FUEL.—An experimental trial was made 
on Saturday, at Lambeth, by Messrs. Wise, Field, and Aydon, of their method 
for burning rock oil in steam-furnaces, The plan is very simple, and most effec- 
tive, so far as the actual combustion of the oil is concerned, which is certainly 
perfectly free from any traces of smoke. The oil is allowed to fall through a 
narrow orifice in a continuous stream (in the present case the worst kind of creo- 

vte refuse was used) about one-eighth of an inch in diameter, or, in other words, 
flowing at the rate of about three gallons per hour, As the oil falls vertically 
itis met by a superheated steam-jet, which blows the oilin a cloud of spray against 
hot tiles and lime on a coal grate, a coal fire being first used to get up steam for 
the superheated blast. The apparatus was fitted to the furnace of a Cornish 
boiler, and, with the consumption of oil stated above, the steam was maintained 
at a pressure of from 32 lbs. to 35 lbs. per square inch, and keeping going the en- 
gines usually worked by the boiler with the furnace burning coal. The amount 
of water evaporated was 10 cubic feet per hour for 190 square feet of surface of 
boiler, The cost of cresote refuse is from 30s, to 2/. per ton. Taking the cresote 
used at 1d. per gallon, the cost of fuel burned would be 6d. per hour, and the work 
done was equivalent to 4 cwt, of the best Aberdare coal, at 11, 2s. per ton, the 
value of which would be rather more than 6d. In temporary experiments it is 
never possible to get strictly accurate results, but so far as could be ascertained 
the evaporation of water was 19°5 lb. per pound of oil consumed. There were 
present at the experiments Prof. Abel, Mr. Frederick Field, F.R.S., Mr. D. K. 
Clark, C.E., Mr. Campbell (of Messrs. J. Brown and Co.), Mr. Edward Field, C.E., 
Mr. Aydon, C.E., Mr. Hugh Barclay, Mr, A. Shanks, C.E., Mr. Wm. Lloyd Wise, 
Mr. Hope, and others.

This exceeds the last remittance by 211 oits. Although during the early part of 
January most of our mining operations were considerably interrupted by heavy 
rains, our mining operations have progressed very satisfactorily. At Maquine 
some splendid veinstuff has been extracted and the vein is still looking well. The 
produce cleaned up to the 23d ult. for the gold troop amounted to 8034 oitavas 
(927 ozs. troy) ; that cleaned up since amounts to 2247 oitavas (259 ozs. troy), 
and the total for February, though a short month, will be upwards of 11,000 oits. 

ANGLO-BRAZILIAN GOLD.—Capt. T. Treloar reports :—The produce 
cleaned up to the 20th amounted to 2186 oits, (252 0zs. troy) of gold. On the 24th 
ult. I dispatched per gold troop to the agents a remittance of 8129 olts. (937 ozs. 
troy). Little change has occurred since my last advices. We are pushing on 
with the operations on the lode in the deep adit, but whether it is a canoa or the 
main body of the lode between the canoas I am unable tosay. Dawson's I be- 
lieve to be no canoa ; both the figure and direction of the excavation, and the 
yield of gold to date, showthat itis not. If I am right in this belief then, with 
the exeeption of the Buraco Secco, which never had much fame, we have not yet 
reached any of the great canoas, some of which are said to be so favourable for 
quarrying as scarcely to require blasting. But now that the deep adit has struck 
the lode the operations from thence will be on the lode, and a canoa may be 
reached from one month to another.

The tranquillity at this place, 
however, is undisturbed, and It is not in the remotest degree probable that our 
operations will be interfered with in any manner by either of the contending 
parties, although the detention at Toluca of sundry supplies for the mines may 
cause us some inconvenience, but I do not apprehend the communication will 
be closed for any length of time. In the meanwhile the underground workings 

will be pushed ahead as speedily as possible. I again have the satisfaction to 
report favourably on the promising progress of these mines, and there is every 
reason to confirm my opinion of last month, that we have struck into a “ bo- 
nanza,’’ and that the completion of the reduction works only remains to bring 
us to the acme of success. It has been justly observed that hitherto I have dis- 
played caution in my reports, and even at this moment I feel somewhat reluc- 
tant in expressing myself so boldly on the future prospects of this enterprise ; 
but am urged to it by the possibility of its oozing out in an exaggerated form 
from indiscreet sources, Still I would press on the board to wait patiently for 
the silver bars produce, which will immediately follow the erection of the bar- 
rels at the hacienda.

The Santa Ana superintendent writes, under date 
Feb, 22— Santa Ana Mine: It will be seen that the quantity of mineral now 
raised is large; it is, indeed, to be regretted that it is not of better quality. 
Some fine specimens of red silver ore were, however, broken yesterday from the 
deepest part of stope No. 1, so that we may look for achangein this respect. It 
is, I think, however, imperative to increase our means of concentrating our 
poorer mineral.—Wet Stamps: We have now been able to judge, in some measure, 
of the work which can be done by the newsfamps. We find that the eight heads 
will stamp from 6 to 8 tons in 24hours. Thepresent month will, I believe, show 
90 tons of ore for amalgamation ; of these I calculate nearly 30 tons will proceed 
from the wet stamps. Marmota, Feb. 6, 1867, cost, $11,531; returns, $12,959. — 
Cost and Returns: It need only be stated under this head that, as compared with 
the previous month, the cost for January is some $2000 higher, owing to the 
month having consisted of five weeks’ pay to the weekly peons, and ineluded 
amount for extra timber for the mine, and the mechanics’ timber list included 
$350 paid for an axle.

FRONTINO AND BOLIVIA (SOUTH AMERICAN) GOLD,—Advices have 
been received (Feb. 18) from their superintendent, Mr. Rouch, and a remittance 
of 3501. on account of gold. Those persons in the company’s employ who have 
been acting in opposition to the interests of the concern have been dismissed, 
and the appointment of Mr. Grieff as the manager of the Bolivia property is ad- 
mitted on all hands to be a most satisfactory step in every respect. That gen- 
tleman has at once instituted a code of regulations, which is to be strictly ob- 
served by all the miners on the estates, and the recognition of which it is hoped 
will ensure that system and good order in future, the want of which has, appa- 
rently, alone prevented the realisation of those results which have been so long 
expected. Mr. Rouch writes—* I have not the least doubt in the world of se- 
curing to your company a dividend-paying and progressively increasing pro- 
sperity.’’ It is mentioned that the sowing time, which has commenced in the 
plantations of the natives, has rather interfered with the arrival of new and 
better hands; but he states *‘ really industrious and steady miners always prefer 
to work in those establishments where good order is maintained.’”’ Mr. Rouch 
has every reason to think he shall be able to send better and better accounts 
every succeeding month, 

CAPULA.—Captain Paull, Feb.7: Torta No. 11, of 142 cargas, was 
washed last week, with bad results, worse than ever; the assay was 264% mares 
and ought to have given us two full bars, allowing 25 per cent. loss, instead of 
which they have only given 196%4 mares, which is nearly 50 per cent. loss ; itis 
useless sending any more metal to that hacienda, the grinding is so very rough 
that the results must naturally be bad, even with metal well adapted for the 
patio. I expect the torta of Polvillos will be washed this week, the silver from 
which we shall cast with that from torta No.11,in two bars, and send to Mexico 
probably next week, Everything is ready for smelting, we have sent to the ha- 
cienda 54 cargas of best ore, and have received 138 cargas of charcoal, wood 
greta, &c,, all underhand ; we are only waiting for the ovens to get well dried 
before we commence, otherwise it will not smelt much for the first few days, and 
the rent goes on from the day we commencing smelting. We have not done 
much towards our own hacienda of San Juan at Capula for want of labourers 
the greater part having been taken for soldiers.—Mine: The lode in the Espe- 
ranza eud is without much alteration since my last, the branch of ore is taking 
a little more to the rorth of west, but the main part of the lode we consider to 
be to the south, the same as we had the ore on east and west of La Bomba. The 
lode in Enriqueta level, east of La Bomba, is looking well, but in the Angelita 
end it is poor, with the exception of the bottom part of the end, where there ig 
still a good branch of ore; the stopes are still looking well.

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REMARKS.—The Metal Market continues to exhibit a similar ap- 
pearance to that which has characterised it for some weeks past. 
There is no kind of liveliness whatever manifested, and business still 
remains in a very unsatisfactory state. Merchants are by no means 
anxious to give out orders, and those which are put forward are ge- 
nerally only small and insignificant. Speculative buyers have again 
disappeared from the market, and though prices are still low, and 
accommodation easily to be obtained, yet they cannot be tempted to 
enter into operations, It is earnestly to be hoped that this state of 
things will not continue much longer, and that ere long we shall see 
a break in the general depression which has now so long hung over 
the trade, and that some gleam of activity may be apparent, which 
shall continue to increase until the whole gloom has been dispersed, 
and a period of renewed energy and life be inaugurated. Great 
fears seem still to be entertained that the present year will not close 
without witnessing a return of war on the Continent, and should this 
prove to be correct we must expect to find that any improvement 
which may have arisen in business will receive a considerable check, 
as a war between France and Prussia would beno trifling affair, and 
might involve combinations which would make it very difficult to 
bring to a conclusion. We still, however, trust that this may not 
prove to be the case, but that peace may continue to reign over the 
nations of Europe, and with peace her attendant prosperity may 
soon appear. Business with India is looking rather more favour- 
able, and it is fully anticipated that commercial operations with 
America will progress satisfactorily. 

CoprER.—The market continues very lifeless, and transactions are 
quite unimportant, The last advices from Chili state that shipments 
are moderate, comprising only 805 tons for England and France. 

Iron.—In Staffordshire the demand varies very considerably, and 
very few orders are held in advance, so that some of the works are 
getting very short.

He hoped this matter would engage the serious 
attention of the hon. gentlemen appointed to serve as Chairmen of 
Select Committees, (Hear, hear.) 








SMALL COAL AND PETROLEUM FUEL. 

_ Reference was made in the Mining Journal of June 2, 1866, to the 
improvements in the manufacture of compressed fuel, and utilisa- 
tion of small coal, patented by Mr. D, BARKER, of Northfleet ; and 
in another column of this day’s Journal will be found a letter, in 
which he alludes to the perfecting of his process, and to the results 
obtained in experimental trials made by Mr. Alexander Bassett, of 
Cardiff, whose report is appended. Mr. Barker’s latest invention is 
thus particularised in the specification just lodged :— 


In order to impart a greater degree of combustibility to the fuel, the blocks 
into which the same is divided shall be dipped (after they have been dried) into 
coal oil, or other analogous oils or products, the same being used singly, or if 
desired, in combination, and either undiluted or mixed with water. As examples 
of the substances, which may be so employed, the various oils obtained by the 
direct distillation of coal, petroleum, paraffin oil, carbolic acid, naphtha, pyro- 
ligneous acid, and creosote are mentioned, and also the animal and fish Oils. 
By this mode of treatment the blocks of fuel may be caused to take up and ab- 
sorb a very considerable quantity of the substance or substances so employed, 
a double advantage being thus gained—that is to say, the combustibility of the 
fuel, as originally made, is greatly increased, whilst a convenient mode of using 
such substances as heating agents is afforded. The fuel when thus prepared 
Will possess considerable non-absorbent properties, and may be used for some 
purposes—as, for instance, for marine furnaces—without any further treatment. 
The fuel may be stored in waterproof tanks filled, or partially filled, with water, 
which may be allowed to cover the fuel, a convenient mode of transport being 
thus furnished, whilst at the same time all danger arising from spontaneous 
combustion is entirely avoided. It will be found that the burning qualities of 
the fuel are in no way interfered with by reason of its having been thus stored, 
and in cases in which petroleum, or the heavy oils, have been employed for the 
saturation of the coal, they become solidified by coming in contact with thecold 
water, and thus greatly improve the combustible properties of the fuel; or the 
blocks of fuel may be dipped or saturated in lime water, or any other of the 
well-known preparations or substances which have the effect of separating the 
fluid from the solid portions of fatty matters. In order to render the fuel more 
perfectly waterproof, the blocks, having been thoroughly saturated, as before 
mentioned, can be subjected to a further process, which I will now describe. 
One part of pitch, or other analogous vegetable resinous substance, is mixed 
with two parts of coal oil, or other analogous oil, and two parts of gas or other 
tar. Such proportions, however, are not absolutely essential, but may be varied 
to suit the requirements of each particular case, and with which the operator 
will be familiar. Thesaid last-mentioned ingredients are heated together until 
they are thoroughly united, when the mixture is ready for use. The blocks of 
fuel are then dipped into the liquid thus prepared, and are afterwards covered 
with a thin coating of charcoal dust, or other pulverised substance or substances, 
which will not interfere with the combustible nature of the fuel, the object of 
such coating being to prevent adhesion of the blocks. 

In cases in which there is any apprehension of danger resulting from the in- 
flammable nature of the substances introduced into the blocks of fuel, a small 
quantity of carbonate or silicate of potash, hydrochloric acid, or other salt or 
substance calculated to prevent or check combustion, may be combined with the 
waterproofing compound, the effect being that immediate combustion of the 
blocks of fuel will be prevented or checked until they are broken, or the exterior 
coating removed. In some cases, as, for example, when the saving of time is an 
object, and especially when the fuel has been prepared with petroleum or other 
analogous substances, as before mentioned, and which would not bear the pro- 
cess of drying, the waterproofing composition before described may be dispensed 
with, and the blocks rendered impervious to moisture by being simply dipped in 
melted pitch, with which carbonate or silicate of potash or such other acid, salt, 
or substance as aforesaid may or may not be combined, as may be considered ne- 
cessary or desirable. He considers his present invention is especially applicable 
to the treatment of fuel manufactured in accordance with the inventions for 
which;:the several letters patent were grantedtohim. In the processes embraced 
by such inventions a mucilage is employed, which is partly composed of farina, 
fecula, or starch ; and in using the waterproofing composition hereinbefore men- 
tioned, in combination with fuel made in accordance with the said inventions, 
it may be mixed with the materials of which the fuel is composed, or may be in- 
troduced into the mucilage, and therewith combined with the materials instead 
of being applied tothe fuel after the latter has been formed into blocks as before 
described. In like manner the oils or products, hereinbefore mentioned as being 
employed for the saturation of the blocks of fuel, may be mixed with the mate- 
rials of which the same is composed, or with the mucilage which is employed in 
its manufacture. Fuel which has been prepared and treated in accordance with 
my said invention possesses the most important property of being converted into 
coke upon the appiication of heat, and of becoming nearly smokeless as the gases 
escape, and are consumed by the heat evolved, 








NAvy BALLAST I[RON.—It was mentioned in last week’s Journal 
that there was some excitement amongst the cold-blast pig-iron ma- 
nufacturers, in consequence of the large quantity of navy ballast 
iron—a material supposed to be somewhat similar in quality to that 
produced by them—thrown into the market. Not long since this 
navy ballast iron was considered to be comparatively worthless, but 
a reactionary feeling set in, when it was proclaimed to be all that 
was excellent—an iron which had not been made during the last 40 
years, of very first-rate quality, perfectly free from cinder, and suited, 
when properly selected, for making wire billets, gun iron, and all de- 
scriptions of best and best-best iron, As might reasonably be sup- 
posed, there is considerable exaggeration in both these views, the iron 
actually being of a very good medium quality. Messrs. Shaw and 
Thomson have forwarded a couple of pieces of the iron to the Mining 
Journal office, and write that they have not yet puddled the iron, but 
they judge from its appearance that it will be suitable for many forge 
purposes, as a mixture with good mine Cleveland pig-iron. Atalater 
date the result of Messrs. Shaw and Thomson’s trials will be published 
in the Journal, and as their report will have the advantage of being 
thoroughly impartial, it cannot be doubted that it will be of much 
value to intending purchasers, and of great general interest. 





AUSTRALIAN AND ENGLISH CoAL.—It was some time since re- 
marked in the Mining Journal by Prof. Morris, in referring to the 
dispute between scientific men as to the geological age of the coal 
deposits of Australia, that even if it were proved that they did not 
belong to the true carboniferous period, it would not at all follow as 
a consequence that the coal produced was not of commercial value, 
and this opinion has now been completely confirmed by the result 
of the recent trials of Australian coal at Woolwich. From an article 
published in the Supplement of this day’s Journal, it appears that 
the Lambton (Australian) is positively superior to Newcastle Hart- 
ley’s (the best English) coal. The Australian coal in trial under a 
test boiler evaporated rather more than 7} lbs. of water per 1 lb. of 
fuel consumed, whilst the Hartley coal evaporated rather less than 
7% lbs.; and the ashes resulting was 5°6 Ibs. per ewt. from the Aus- 
tralian, and 5°16 lbs, from the Hartley; but an average pressure of 
47 Ibs. of steam was maintained with the Australian, whilst the Hartley 
gave 45lbs, only. Again, whilst the Australian coal gave 1 percent. 
less coke, it also contains nearly 75 per cent. less sulphur. Upon 
the whole, the result is most gratifying, and cannot fail to have a 
highly beneficial effect upon the Australian coal trade. 





GERMAN AND BELGIAN CoAL.—At the Great Luxemburg Railway 
meeting, on Wednesday, Mr. B. R. Reed, a director, said there was a 
considerable competition between German coal and that of Belgium, 
owing to the high price of the Belgian coal; but when the German 
coal rose in price, as it would in consequence of the increased demand, 
the greater distance it had to be carried would render it difficult for 
it to continue that competition successfully. 





THE Export CoAL TRADE.—The exports of coal from the United 
Kingdom amounted in February—the expression “coal” comprising 
cinders and culm—to 622,069 tons, as compared with 564,158 tonsin 
Feb., 1866, and 534,482 tons in Feb., 1865. The greater part of the 
increase observable arose on French account, the exports to France 
amounting during the month to 173,375 tons, as compared with 
132,732 tons in Feb., 1866, and 114,269 tons in Feb., 1865. The ex- 
ports during the two months ending Feb. 28, this year, amounted to 
1,182,959 tons, as compared with 1,122,658 tons to the corresponding 
date of 1866, and 1,069,740 tons to the corresponding date of 1865. 
The exports to France in the two months show a very great advance 
as compared with the corresponding periods of 1866 and 1865, having 
been 332,687 tons, against 285,197 tons, and 239,375 tons, respec- 
tively. The exports increased in the first two months of this year to 
Russia, Sweden, Denmark, Prussia, the Hanse Towns, Holland, 
France, and Spain; but they declined to Italy, the United States, 
Brazil, and British India. The value of the coal exported in February 
was 324,5571,, as compared with 288,826/. in Feb., 1866, and 263,1894, 
in Feb., 1865, For the two months ending Feb, 28, this year, the 


value of our coal exports was 625,5711., as compared with 585,8372. 
in the corresponding period of 1866, and 530,952/, in the correspond- 
ing period of 1865, 








REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 

APRIL 3.—The Pig-Iron which was the subject of the interlocutor of 
Lord Ordinary More, is advertised to be sold publicly on the 18th inst.; 
and, as the market is in the ascendant, every ton of it will, no doubt, 
be sold at over the reserved bid, which, it will be remembered, was 
51s. per ton; in fact, pig-iron has been rather stiffening this week, 
and has now the appearance as if it would advance, a slight increase 
having, in the meantime, been established. During the past month 
the stocks in stores have been reduced by fully 16,800 tons, which 
leaves in Connal and Co.’s yards 260,907 tons, and in those of the - 
Canal Company 23,738 tons. The foreign and coastwise shipments 
are also in favour of the market, those for this week reaching 16,430 
tons, against 14,325 tons in the same week of 1866. The arrange- 
ments come to at the last meeting of the ironmasters, we now under- 
stand, allows them either to re-light a certain number of those fur- 
naces now out of blast or keep them as they are. Were the miners 
to show a willingness to honestly accept of the proposed reduction of 
wages, and agree to work the full week, we dare say the masters would 
risk the course of the market ; but the men have not yet evinced a 
willingness to do this, and so the furnaces may remain unlit for a 
month or twolonger. The market to-day has been without life ; only 
about 500 tons done at 52s., 12 days, closing sellers 52s, cash, and 
52s, 3d. one month; buyers 14d. per ton less. No. 1, g.m.b., 52s. 9d.; 
No. 3, 51s. 9d.; No. 1, Gartsherrie, 66s.; Coltness, No. 1, 65s. The 
trade in Manufactured Iron is not increasing, the majority of the 
works running short time. Small orders for nail rods, plates, and 
bars keep dropping in, but they are just as speedily fulfilled, and hence 
makers scarcely know this week whether they will have anything for 
their mills next week or no. It is this ordering in driblets that so 
tantalises and leaves all ina state of uncertainty. Our quotation for 
first common bars are 77. 10s.; second, ditto, 72. to 7. 5s.; nail rods, 
71. 15s.,; angle iron, 7/7. 7s. 6d.; plates, 82. 10s. to 107. Shipbuilding 
iron is being enquired for, and as builders are making lower quota- 
tions, on account of the more moderate price of labour and the cheap- 
ness of iron, iron shipbuilding is expected to be somewhat brisk on 
the Clyde this summer, which will also help our brassfounders and 
coppersmiths, 

Coals have suffered another reduction this week, of from 6d. to 1s, 
a ton, and to meet this the colliers have been reduced to 4s. a day. 
The heads of the Miners’ Union have meetings with the men nearly 
every day, and are straining every nerve to get them to refuse ac- 
quiescence in the reduction. In the Glasgow district the colliers who 
are working for the Clyde and Govan Ironworks have come out on 
strike, by a resolution, and are to be solaced with 8s. a week while 
the strike lasts, or they have the liberty, if they choose to travel, to 
enter any district in Scotland and solicit work. The men on Lord 
Belhaven’s estate (Wishaw district) have preferred the reduction to 
8s. a week, and have commenced work at the reduced wage. It is to 
be regretted that the others have not done the same thing, as it would 
have, undoubtedly, proved the more remunerative course. We have 
had heavy coal shipments this week from Greenock, and Ardrossan, 
and Troon, which makes the total quantity for the week 29,330 tons, 
against the diminished quantity of 19,878 tons same week last year; 
but, notwithstanding this isolated fact, the trade is dull, the commerce 
of the country being in a sluggish condition, and manufactures, con- 
sequently, depressed. 

There are a few more contracts for iron vessels offering, we rejoice 
to hear, which will help the iron trade; and of the launches this week we notice 
that of an iron barque for Swansea owners, named the Pacific, which is to be 
eniployed between that port and Valparaiso, in the copperore trade; also a fine 
composite screw-steamer, of 260 tons, classed 14 years A 1 at Lloyd’s, and named 
the Guinare; theengines are being supplied by the Finnieston Steamship Works, 
Lancefield Quay. This steamer has been built to the order of Capt. Alexander 
M‘Leod, Prince Edward’s Island, and is under charter by the British Govern- 
ment for the Newfoundland Survey service. The total number of vessels launched 
during the month of March have been very large, and for tonnage present a fa- 
vourable comparison with previous years :—

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


APRIL 4.—On the whole, though the Iron Trade is very much de- 
pressed, there is rather more doing. The demand for India is toler- 
ably good, more orders are coming from the Continent, and the Aus- 
tralian trade is looking better. The orders fall far short of the 
capacity of the works, but it is satisfactory to feel assured that there 
is a tendency in the right direction. 

The manufacture of the PATENT STEEL PUNCHED GUN BARREL, 
of which Messrs. Decker and Johnson are the patentees, is rapidly 
progressing. The Chassepot rifles for the French Government will 
be largely made of steel tubes produced by this process; and the 
barrels are getting into increased use at home. The British Govern- 
ment has as yet not adopted the invention. The proprietors are 
about to carry on the manufacture at the Albion Works, near West 
Bromwich, where there is very powerful machinery, and every ap- 
pliance for the production of the barrels on a large scale. The in- 
vention is being applied to other productions, as hollow shafting, &c., 
and is capable of almost indefinite extention. 

In the very sensible letters of “ A Colliery Viewer,” in the Mining 
Journal, on Collieries Inspection, it is noticed that there are 542 col- 
lieries in the district under the Inspection of Mr. Baker, and which 
comprises South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire. This state- 
ment, however, requires to be qualified by the fact that upwards of 
200 of these are not at work, and some of them will probably never 
be put into operation again. 

An engineman, named Samuel Arnold, was taken before the ma- 
gistrates at West Bromwich, on Saturday, charged with neglect of duty. He 
was in the service of Mr. Isaiah Kenrick, at the Whitehall Colliery, and, as was 
said, went away with some men who had been repairing the boiler to drink with 
them. Mr. Kenrick’s son found the boilers almost empty, and had he not made 
the discovery an explosion would probably have occu very soon. The man 
said he went away because an injury to his hand prevented him from perform- 
ing his duty, but the magistrates thought the fact that he gave no intimation 
of yo departure a sufficient answer to tais excuse, and sent him to prison for 
21 days. 

On Friday a miner named Jacob Manley was ascending the shaft 
at Wallow Colliery, belonging to the Earl of Dudley, when he fell from theskip 
when he was within sight of the pit wagon, and was killed. This is one of the 
many cases in which the safety-chain would have saved life. 

Reference was made last week to Prof, Jevons’s lecture at Birming- 
ham, in which he noticed the explorations for coal by Mr. J. 8. Dawes, 
Mr. Dawes writes to the Birmingham Daily Post, and says :— 

“Professor Jevons appears to have somewhat misunderstood the position of 
the trial sinkings in the Hales Owen Valley. Nocoal was met with atthe depth 
of 1200 feet—only red, rocky ground was struck into, considered by a very emi- 
nent geologist and others to he Old Red Sandstone; consequently, further sinking 
for the coal appeared hopeless, but on driving out in one of the thin seams passed 
through considerably higher in the shaft, it become evident that this measure 
represented the thick coal, other thin seames, apparently portions of the 10-yard 
coal, setting in. This head has been driven nearly 300 yards in a northerly di- 
rection ; another, 80 yards to the south, without as yet any very satisfactory re- 
sults ; but inasmuch as similar phenomena, althought perhaps not to the same 
extent, have occurred in some of the richest portions of this coal field, there is 
no reason to doubt but that, by persevering in the search for it, the usual thick- 
ness which characterises this splendid seam will be met with—possibly, however, 
divided by considerable partings. Professor Jevons appears also not to be aware 
that the trial pits were commened not in permian, but in carboniferous strata, 
and that these coal-bearing rocks occur at the surface in this particular locality, 
not through volcanic agency, butentirely in consequence of permian denudation. 
I may add that the remark of mine, alluded to by the Professor—that it would 
be a long time before the coal would be found—had no reference whatever to 
my sinkings. I merely stated, in the following concluding words, my still con- 
fident belief that a very extensive and valuable coal field is concealed under the 
permian rocks of this district, but which will probably remain as a dead letter 
for a century to come, if it depends upon private enterprise to open it.’’ 


THE COAL AND IRON TRADE OF NoRTH STAFFORDSHIRE.—The 
quarterly meeting of the North Staffordshire Coal and Ironmasters’ Association 
was held on Thursday afternoon, Mr. Wragge in the chair.

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REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 
APRIL 4.—There is little or no alteration in the state of affairs with 
regard to the Iron Trade of Derbyshire. Business generally conti- | 
nues inactive, still the prospects are more encouraging than they have | 
been. The change of weather has at present had only a slight effect | 
on the quantity of coal exported to London, and into W orcestershire, | 
Gloucestershire, &c., per the Midland Railway. The collieries are 
now at full work, and the failure of the attempt to form a Union, so 
as to limit the hours of labour and iucrease the rate of wages, has 
led to a much better understanding between the employers and their 
men, much to the advantage of the latter. The idea that coal mining 
is next to “gold finding ” has just been illustrated by the history of 
the Cobnar Wood Colliery, to which frequent allusion has been made, 
and in which the gold has been sunk as well as the shafts. The com- 
pany was started some six or seven years ago, under the most pro- 
mising auspices, with a paid-up capital of 50,0007. One shaft was 
sunk to the coal, and a second one to a considerable depth, when the 
water overpowered the sinkers, and stopped work. An attempt has 
been made to clear the shafts of water, but before that could be ac- 
complished the whole of the capital had been exhausted. A number 
of the principal shareholders and others then formed a finance com- 
pany, for the purpose of raising a sufficient sum of money to carry 
on the works, and subscribed the sum of 10,0002. for that purpose. 
That sum followed the 50,000/., and the colliery has just been given up, | 
after entailing a loss of no less than 66,000/., not one penny of which | 
will ever be returned to those who found the money. Inthe neighbour- 
hood of Sheffield business in the lighter branches continues quiet, 
whilst makers of axles, tyres, cranks, and general machinery are 
kept fully going. The South Yorkshire Engine Company, the estab- 
lishing of which is of recent date, is doing a large business, being 
well supplied with orders for locomotives, so that the company gives 
every promise of success. Bessemer steel continues to be largely 
manufactured, and there is no falling off in the demand. The ge- 
neral iron trade, however, is by no means what can be called brisk, | 
although there is a great Jeal more doing now than in the earlier} 
part of the year. Some of the works are tolerably well supplied with orders | 
for plates, hoops, and sheets, whilst others are only doing a moderate business. | 
At Elsecar there is not somuch doing on the mill side, but the puddlers are kept 
going. The furnaces on the Trent continue to be fully worked, there being no | 
falling off in the large quantity of pig turned out at that highly-favoured locality, | 
whilst the quality of ironstone exported is large, and fully up to the average. 
The Coal Trade is far from being active, although some of the collieries tind a 
market for all their produce, and the result is that stacking has commenced. 
To London and the South there is a fair tonnage being sent, the Great Eastern | 
Railway in particular increasing largely the quantity it has hitherto carried, | 
owlng in no small degree to the agreement with the Great Northern, by which 
the former is enabled to come into the South Yorkshire coal fleld. There is, } 
also, a fair business being done to Hull, Goole, and Grimsby for exportation, 
and to meet local requirements. The bursting of the canal at Barnsley a few 
days since, and which cansed a short stoppage of the boats, has been repaired, 
and the ordinary traffic resumed. The frequent outbreaks of the canal, nearly 
at the same point, caused by the coal having been got too close to its bed, ts a 
rather serious matter, but there appears to be no mode for permanently repair- 
ing the damage done. ; ; 

The Kingstone Main Colliery, near Barnsley, which has been on fire | 
since the early part of December, continues sealed up, there being no doubt that 
the fire has been more extensive than was at first believed. On being tapped 
recently the indications were such as to show that the fire was still raging, and 
that it had received a supply of alr from some place which had not been closed 
up. At the Oaks Colliery there is no alteration whatever to note. The sinking } 
of the new shaft is expected to be shortly commenced, it is believed near to the 
Aldam Junction of the South Yorkshire Railway. As the time occupted in sink- | 
ing will in all probability exceed three years, some effort will doubtless be made | 
to open the old shafts, and so recover the bodies—but the time when such can | 
be done with safety seems as far off asever.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


APRIL 4.—Another quarter has commenced without anything like 
a material improvement in the Iron Trade, and it is becoming daily 
more evident that the process of recovery will be a much slower one | 
than many expected. The confirmation of old list prices was gene- | 
rally anticipated in this district, but as only a few of the leading 
houses are able to obtain the list quotations it cannot be said to cor- 
rectly represent the position of the trade. A good many small or- | 
ders on home account which are generally held back at the end of a 
quarter are expected to be placed in the course of two or three weeks; | 
and, great as the difficulties of the railway companies are, it is not 
improbable that they will soon appear in the market, not at first with | 
large engagements, but as confidence in railway securities gets 
stronger they wiil be more considerable buyers. For plates there is, 
perhaps, a little better enquiry, and the accounts received from York- 
shire and the North are not discouraging as tothe future. American | 
houses are still shipping railway iron in tolerably large quantities, 
and there isa fair prospect of a continuanceof the demand. Conti- 
nental requiremenis are comparatively small ; an expansion in the 
demand is, however, probable as the year advances. Tin-plates 
command a good sale, and the works are well employed. It will be 
seen, on reference to the report of the quarterly meeting, that makers 
have determined to take action in reference to certain objectionable 
clauses in the factories Bill now before Parliament. The Coal Trade 
has slightly improved, more particularly the steam branches, and 
the arrival of a number of vessels at the local ports gives better em- 
ployment to the coal hewers and others engaged at the collieries. 
About an average business has been done in house coal. 

The death is announced of Mr. Thomas Wayne, one of the oldest 
tronmasters in South Wales, and also an extensive colliery proprietor. Deceased | 
Was a partner in the Gadlys Works, Aberdare, and it appears that he was the 
first to send Aberdare steam coal toCardiff for shipment. Probably he had then 
but little expectation that the trade he was inaugurating would swell to those | 
vast proportions he lived to witness. 

In a previous report it was announced that it was in contemplation 
to extend the narrow-gauge system from Neath to Port Talbot. This is fully 
confirmed by the yearly statement just issued by the Governor and Company of | 
Copper Miners, whose vast works are situated at Cwmavon, near Port Talbot 
and in a short time the company’s establishments will have the benefit of nar- 
row-gauge communication to all parts of the kingdom. 

The Oldcastle Tin- Plate Works, Llanelly, recently erected, are now 
in active operation, underthe management of Mr. Davies, whose practical know- 
ledge and energetic application angur well for the good working of the concern. 
Mr. Mayberry is the secretary of the company who own the works, p 

A rumour has been circulated that the Great Western Colliery Com- 
pany (Limited) contemplate discharging 50 or 60 hands, in consequence of the 
glackness of trade. This it appears is not correct, and although trade is rather 
dull, the Great Western Colliery has not suffered more than its neighbours. 

Messrs. Murrall and Stothert, of Cardiff, who a few months ago took 
the Tintern Abbey Charcoal. Rod, and Wire Works, have completed the neces- 
sary repairs, and the establishment is nowin full operation. The Abbey wire, 
known under the trade mark “ A,’’ has for generations past maintained a high 
position for ductility and strength, and it has been extensively used by several 
of the first manufacturers of pit and incline chain-ropes, as well as for telegraph 
wire. The works were originally established by a party of Germans, who came 
to this country about 300 years ago; and It is believed that at these works the | 
first wire was made in the United Kingdom.

There was a good attendance, makers being well represented, and the 
buyers present were—Nash and Co., Liverpool, French and Smith, 
London, Mitchell and Phillips, and Von Dadelszen and North. The 
accounts received from the different works were, upon the whole, decidedly sa- 
tisfactory and encouraging, and the establishments are, asa rule, well employed. 
Stocks are light in the hands of makers, and of late orders have been coming in | 
more freely than for some time past. The American demand is improving, and | 
there is every probability that the requirements of that country will be fully | 
equal to last year, which is a matter of great importance to the trade, as three- | 
fourths of the plates exported in 1866 were sent to the United States. From the 
other foreign markets there is an average enquiry, and home buyers are making 
considerable purchases.

Forest OF DEAN.—The month of April has set in with sunshine. 
Bright skies and lengthened days scem to have imperceptibly come upou ys. 
This favourable change has brought about a corresponding brightness in crude, 
not only with regard to the miner, but to all Kinds of artifice. During the 
approaching summer it is anticipated that there will be a considerable outlay 
made in the formation and reparation of the East Dean roads. At present 
attention will be directed more especially to the roads in the neighbourhood of 
Cinderford. vere are great numbers of buildings springing up in all directions, 
but without any regularity of plan, or the slightest approach to architec- 
ture. Good hotel accommodation has long been needed, and now the want ts 
being remedied by Mr. Joseph Bennett, of Littledean, who is erecting at Cin- 
derford a large and commodious hotel, with well-fitted commercial and other 
public rooms. The matters between the railway authorities and the coal pro- 
prietors of East Dean are not finally settled. Thedirectorsof Bullo Pill branch 
have been served with a formal notice in reference to the greasing of the trucks 
in dispute, and in which litigation is strongly alluded to. The iron trade is 
much the same as hitherto. At Cinderford there is none on the banks, it being 
dispatched as soon as made, and the price is 31, 17s. per ton. At Parkend there 
are now three furnaces in full work, and a good quantity of excellent iron is 
made. Until the erection of the new furnace mentioned last week there were 
only two at this place. The iron-wire trade at Mr. Russell’s, of Cinderford, con- 
tinues good, and the coal business is as brisk as it has been during the past 
winter, the prices holding out satisfactorily to the merchants; good household 
coal never realised a better price than at the present time. As the spring ad- 
vances no doubt there will be some reduction, but this cannot be very great, 
as the demand from neighbouring towns is daily increasing. The present 
realisation throughout the Forest of Dean would be 9s. per ton on the banks, 
The New Bowson Works, previously noticed, are slowly progressing. It is ua-

In order to form an exact idea of the increasing 
competition of foreign coal in Belgium, it will suffice to take the official tables, 
which inform us that in January of this year the imports amounted to 27,600 
tons, while they were only 7800 tons during the corresponding month of 1866, and 
73,000 tons during the whole of 1865.
